ANNIVERSARY OF LINCOLN-YATES CONVENTION 


Yesterday and today are importmi 


anniversaries in the history) of Deca- 
tur and of the nation.

years ago Saturday

state convention that launched Abra- 
ham Lincoln as a presidential candi- 
date met here.

"Central Illinois Gazette" " is 


given credit for first mentioning Lin- 
coln as a presidential candidate which 
it did in 1859, by placing his name at 
the head of its columns and writing 
an editorial in his behalf. In Febru- 
ary. 
1SBO, tho "Chicago 
Press 
and 


Tribune" came out in a strong editor- 
ial in his behalf and on April 28, I860, 
the Sangamon county republican con- 
vention passed a resolution, and then 
on May at the state convention here 
the name of the great American was 
given to the nation as the republican 
candidate.

It is said that the wo- 
men of the families had a way of 
waving a rag on the end of a pole as 
a means of calling the men home at 
dinner time and that this practice 
caused the name.

Skateville is another 
ciuoor name 


which wns given to a locality twelve 
or fllteen miles south of Decatur. It 
was called so because there was once 
a big pond there and large numbers 
gathered at the place in the winter 
time to enjoy the skating.

The 
road is through the lava beds, over the 
site of old Herculaneum, and through 
a part of the great over-flow of 1805. 
It winds and grows steep at the last- 
through the cinders and scoriae of the 
upper slopes of the mountain. From 
the start the carriages ure besieged by 
beggars. }!r-ggars of both sexes, and 
all ages. Sound and maimed,

Their universal 
nail is an outstretched hand with

From the hotel starts an inclined rja- 


ble railway that takes the visitor up 
tho side of the mountain about, 1,00< 
feet, leaving him to climb the re- 
maining 400 feet through the cinders 
m the hot sun.

of tho i ail way the guide turns 
the 


traveler over to the government em- 
ployes who have entire charge of the 
top of the mountain.
